A Credit Bureau Report dated July 13, 1954 
reflected that FRANK CARUSO and wife CATHERINE resided 
at 215 West 23rd Street, Chicago. Subject CARUSO had 
four dependent children and had lived at the address 
for several years at a rented apartment. CARUSO was listed also 
by the Credit Bureau and in the telepone directory as 
living at 236 West Cermak Road, which address was a tavern. A 
Credit Bureau SStitce informed that CARUSO was owner of 
building at 236-38 West Cermak Road and rented the premises 
at 236 to the tavern and 238 to Carson's Lock Service: 
there were four flats on the second floor of the building and 
CARUSO's rental income was estimated to be approximately $300 
a month. The Credit Bureau investigations reflected that 
CARUSO was engaged on his own in real estate business but 
that he had no office or place of business . The Credit 
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Bureau was unable to ascertain whether or not he maintained 
a banking connection. One record indicated that he had 
applied for a loan at the American National Bank, 33 North 
La Salle Street, in May of 1954 but the loan application 
had been rejected because the amount, $3,500, had been 
too high. The Credit Bureau had maintained a file on 
CARUSO since 1936 but contained no more recent inquiries 
concerning him since the July 13, 1954 report. 

Investigation Concerning Real Estate at 238 West Cermak Road 

Inasmuch as investigation indicated that FRANK 
CARUSO might have a proprietary interest in the real 
property at 238 West Cermak Road. Chicago, the follo wing 
investigation was conducted by SA||to 
ascertain its possible ownership: 

On September 17, 1963 the legal description for 
the street address of 238 West Cermak Road was obtained 
from the City of Chicago Map Office, Chicago City Hall.

warranty deeds numbers 14228013 through 14228018. Sixteen 
additional subsequent real estate transactions involving 
CARUSO and others occurred between December 1, 1947 
dated, and May 4, 1961 when clear title was granted to 
CARUSO and his wife by A. Kamenjarin, a release, bearing 
document number 18186577. The transactions involved 
were of the type which would have left CARUSO in physical 
control of the property. 

With regard to sub lot 32, Cook County Recorder's 
Office records reflect that CARUSO first obtained title 
to this property by warranty deed, document number 1445100, 
on July 20, 1948, and that seven subsequent real Bhtate

Volume 510, Item 512, reflected that the real 
estate covered by PREIN 17-21-420-034, (34 West Cermak 
Road), had an assessed value in 1962 of $3,886. The 
taxes on this property consisted of two installments 
each of $103.37. The first installment was paid July 21, 
1863 by CATHERINE CARUSO, 215 West 23rd Street, Chicago,

The Cook County Tax Collector's Office records 
under PREINS 17-21-420-035 through 037, covering 
the addresses 26 thvodgh 32 West Cermak Road, show no taxes 
paid since 1928 and are subject to forfeiture. The 1962 
valuation on this property totalled more than $10,500. 
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The following investigation was conducted in 
an attempt to ascertain legal ownership of the real 
estate located at the following addresses: 215 West 23rd 
Street, Chicago; 2108 West Flournoy, Chicago, and 5019 
North Mango, Chicago. The first two of the above addresses 
had been claimed at various times by FRANK CARUSO as his 
residence and the Mango address has been indicated Dy tne 
Chicago Police Department as being owned by CARUSO. 

210 West 23rd Street 

A review of the records of Chicago City Map Oxiice, 
City hall, Chicago, on August 2/, 1963, reflected tnat the 
address 21o West 23rd Street, Cnicago, was comprised of 
lots 22 and 23, block 3, in Chicago Atlas #3, page 9 . The 
legal description was indicated as: "Archer’s addition to 
Chicago - sec. 28-39-14 - rec. July 2, 185/". 

A microfilm photograph of document 18389939 filed 
in the Cook County Recorder's Office, was reviewed on 
August 2/, 19b3, The document wasaquit claim deed dated 
November lb, 1961. It reflected that "VITO ALTIERI, a 
widower and not remarried, of the City of Chicago, Cook 
County, State of Illinois, for consideration of $10.00, 
conveyed and quit claim to FRANK CARUSO of Chicago, Illinois, 
all interest in real estate described as follows: Lot 22 
in block 3 in Archer's Addition to Chicago, being a sub-division 
in Section 28, Township 39, north, Range 14, east of 3rd 
principal meridian, in Cook County, Illinois". The document 
was notarized on November 16, 1961, by RICHARD ALTIERI. 

Tax stamps totaling $/./0 were affixed to tne document. 

The copy of the document was to be mailed to LOUIS J. 

GILIBERT0, 134 North LaSalle, Chicago, Illinois. 
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The records of tne Cook Count y Tax Assessor^ Office 
were reviewed on August 2s, 1963, by SA| 

Volume 513, Items 726 and s2v were reviewed. Tne recoras 
of the Tax Assessor’s Office indicate that tnese items 
should cover the address 215 West 23rd Street, Chicago,

Numbers 236-238 West Cermak Ro&d consists of a red 
brick three story building. There are store fronts on the 
ground level, and doors leading to the apartments. The 
store was very limited in size. The rear wall appears to be 
no more than approximately eight feet from the front door. 

A door in the left (west) side of the wall gives access to 
the room or rooms beyond. The building at numbers 236-238 
West Cermak Road appears to be approximately fifty or more 
years old, but seems to be in an adequate state of repair. 

The building is situated at the Western edge of Chicago's 
Chinatown. The tenants of the upstairs apartments all have 
Chinese names as indicated by the mames appearing on the mail 
boxes. 

The building at 234 West Cermak Road is a one story 
brick building in an apparently good state of repair. There 
are three single car garages to the rearctfthe building. Access 
is made to the garages by going through the vacant lot (#226- 
232) just east of the bulding. A sign appearing in the 
window of #234 reflects that it was once "JESSIE MC COY'S Work 
Shop", howevera "for rent" sign also appears in the window, 
and it does not appear that any business is being conducted there. 

The property at 228-232 West Cermak Road is a vacant 
lost with a four stall frame garage along the side of the build¬ 
ing at #224. The lost itself is used for parking by the patrons 
of the "Guey Yee Restattrant".
